From the Richmond Examiner,

We have from the lipz o @ Virginlan geotle-
man who, within the last weck, visited Fortress
Monyoe, the citudel that holds Jelferson Davis,
s narrative of the inner domestic lite of Mr.
Davis, and that ol his devorted and estimable
wiily, who, through the humanity of President
Johuson, 18 allowed (o be near him, wod visie
him daily. Toe nuerative, besides boine interest-
ing, i& far more truthiul thun the sensition
storics ol Northern correspondents, whose only
stock In trade consists 1 imagination,

Soon after landing, and while walking by the
fort, our narrator hud tue pleasure of obsarving
Mr. Duvis, between 11 and 12 o'clock 1w the fore.
noon, tukmg his customary walk upon the ram-
parts of the forl,  From that distunce he looked
wenk and emiciated, and used w eane for sup-
port, His suit was the old famibar geey, 1n
which be so often appeared to the citizens ol

river, by @ purty o1 c.azens ot adi “ounty, en-
econraged aod morted ta do this cowardly deea
by the editor ol the ldaho Stalesvian, James 5.
Reymnolds, thun whom o greater scoundrel neyver
lived.
I wnke the followine abstract from his paper
just after §r:—*'Sixteen Los have bit the dast,
We long to e this vile race exterminated,
Every man who Kills an Indian s a public bene-
jaetor,  Who will not emuolate this good exam-
ple, and rid vs o these nulsances?
